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Seeks 10-mill renewal, 3.5-mill additional 


Huron school millage election June 1 1 


Residents of the Huron school 
district will go to the polls June 11 
to vote on a 10-mill renewal and a 
3.5-mill additional levy, both for a 
one-year period. 

The Huron school board 


recently approved placing both 
proposals on the ballot. Support 
was unanimous on the 10-mill 
renewal, but Trustee George 
Angel cast a dissenting vote on 
the 3.5-mill additional levy. 

According to Don Leverenz, 


acting superintendent, the 10-mill 
renewal is needed to continue 
operation of the school system. 
The 3.5-mill proposal would go to 
update textbooks, repair roofs at 
the high school and New Boston 
Elementary School, for boiler 


replacement at the ad- 
ministration building, and to 
compensate for increased in- 
flation, he explained. 

The school board will begin to 
review candidates for the full- 


time position of superintendent 
which it hopes to fill by June 30 of 
this year. 

Leverenz took the job of acting 
school chief under a contract be- 
tween the Huron school board 


and the Wayne County In- 
termediate School District for his 
services. The contract called for 
his being on the job a minimum of 
two months and a maximum of 
six months.

2 Arrests dear up 
subdivision crimes 


Police say the arrest of two young 
men earlier in the month has cleared 
up some 25 breakings and enterings 
in the Meadows and Oak brook 
subdivisions of Romulus. 

Investigation of the breaking and 
entering of a residence at 30107 
Halecreek April 15 led to the arrest 
of the two men on the following day, 
said Lt. Terry Shenk of the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department. 

Arrested were Kenneth G. 
Humphreys, 17, of 30743 Halecreek, 
a resident of the neighborhood, and 
Christopher C. Wagasy, 18, who 
police said lived in Romulus off and 
on. Both were charged in the April 15 
case with breaking and entering an 
occupied dwelling to commit lar- 
ceny. 


Following investigation by 
detectives Robert Pond and Gerald 
Murphy, the two men were im- 
plicated in 25 breakings and en- 
terings in Romulus over the last 
three to four months, Shenk said. 

Humphreys and Wagasy were 
arraigned April 18 in Romulus 34th 
District Court and then examined 
April 25 in the same court. Both were 
remanded to the Wayne County Jail, 
but Humprehys was released on 
$2,000 bond. Wagasy, however, 
remained confined in jail. 

Merchandise recovered following 
the arrest of the two men included a 
snow blower and a stereo system. 
Owners of the merchandise have 
been notified, Shenk said. 

Trial date for the two suspects has 
not been set.

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More public housing 
gets council approval 


With “mixed emotions**, 
Romulus Mayor William M. Oakley 
informed the city housing com- 
mission last week that city council 
has gone along with its (housing 
commission) request for additional 
public housing. 

On April 19, the mayor had written 
council that he was not in favor of 
creating additional public housing at 
this time. 

Stating that Michael Woods, 
housing commission director, had 
asked for direction in whether to 
apply to HUD for additional public 
housing, the mayor explained that 
past difficulties of the old housing 

commission influenced his decision. 

~ 

“ Wwm am? wa/eortne-oeuu of 
many of our residents for safe, 
sanitary housing, and while I am 
aware of the need for housing 
development in our community as a 
whole, I cannot recommend that the 
city create any additional public 
housing at this time.’* 


He expressed confidence in the 
new housing commission’s ability to 
conduct operation of the city’s public 
housing program in a better fashion 
than the old one. However, he said 
he did not believe “this commission 
has had sufficient time to correct 
those previous problems” 

Oakley concluded his com- 
munication to council by asking 
them to authorize him to tell the 
housing commission not to pursue a 
program of additional public 
housing. 

Recognizing that the city has an 
obligation to provide public housing 
to many of its residents, the mayor 
commented that moving them into

Man shoots at bird; 
bullet wounds woman 


A woman employe of the state 
Department of Natural Resources 
visiting a Romulus business in the 
course of her duties Monday was 
shot accidentally, apparently by a 
man taking a shot at a bird in a tree. 

Reported in good condition at 
Wayne County General Hospital is 
Mrs. Ellen Mikko, 27, who lives near 
Lansing. 

The man believed responsible for 
the freak' shooting incident was not 
named by police. Investigation by 
officers of the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Department disclosed the 
man who shot the .22 caliber rifle 
apparently was unaware he had hit 
the woman, Lt. Terry Shenk said. 

However, Shenk said the man may 


be charged with a violation for 
discharging the weapon illegally. He 
told officers he failed tohit the bird. 

The officer said Mrs. Mikko had 
left Chemical Recovery, 36345 Van 
Bom Rd . , a bout 1 1 : 10 a .m . when she 
was struck in the back of the head by 
a bullet which had apparently 
ricocheted from a tree in which the 
bird was sitting. 

The weapon was fired from the 
back of a garage some 300 feet east 
of the firm which Mrs. Mikko had 
visited, Shenk said. 

He said the victim was lucky she 
was not killed as the bullet inflicted 
a two-inch long crease about an 
eighth of an inch deep in the back of 
her skull. 


Non-union pay hikes 
studied by council 


Salary increase recommendations 
ranging from three to eight percent 
yearly for non-union city employes 
made by Romulus Mayor William 
M. Oakley last week were taken 
under advisement by the city 
council. 

The mayor s choice was one of 
three alternative plans worked out 
by the council’s salary review 
committee for placement in the 1979- 
80 fiscal year budget, by city 
charter, the budget is supposed to be 
adopted by May 15. but past years 
has seen the deadline passed on 
several occasions 

In his recommendation, Oakley 
praised the council committee for 
doing “an admirable job in 
reviewing the alternatives for non- 
union salaries. . .*’ 

Termed the "most expensive to 
the city’’, the recommended plan 
would boost lower salaries by the 
greatest amount and the highest 
salary by the least. 

Of 35 non-union city employes 
affected, the plan would hike yearly 
salaries as follows: four employes in 


the $18,000 and up category by three 
percent, seven in the $16,000 to 
$17,999 range by five percent, four in 
the $14,000 to $i5,999 range by seven 
percent, and 20 in the $13,999 and 
below range by eight percent. 

A second alternative plan would 
increase salaries from 25 cents to 40 
cents an hour, with yearly boosts 
ranging from 3.9 to 6.2 percent 

The third plan, not described in 
detail, would boost salaries an 
average of five and a half percent, 
with raises being based on the 
relative responsibilities of the 
various job positions. 

In his written request for alter- 
native plan one, the mayor com- 
mented, "It is my recommendation, 
in concert with the committee’s, that 
we adopt alternative number one, 
recognizing that the inflation which 
we are all plagued with has a 
disparate impact on employees in 
the lower income brackets, while 
those whose incomes are higher are 
perhaps more cushioned from those 
effects “ 


other needs of those citizens 
presently living in them. 

Mrs. Zeffie Beanum, president of 
the housing commission, will apply 
to HUD for the additional public 
housing. HUD will determine the 
number of additional public housing 


units that Romulus is entitled to. 

Oakley recently named a new 
housing commission to take over 
duties of the body, some of whose 
members had not been officially 
reappointed by him following his 
election to office.

$8 Million complex 
eyed for Romulus 


A favorable vote by Romulus 
City Council could pave the way 
for construction of an $8 million 
theatrical and restaurant 
complex on the west side of 
Wayne Road, a mile north of the 
1-94 Expressway in the city. 

Council yesterday was 
scheduled to consider adoption of 
a resolution approving a waiver 
of jurisdiction to the Wayne 
County Economic Development 
Corporation (EDC). 

Last Wednesday the Romulus 
EDC approved a waiver of 
jurisdiction, but needs council to 
do the same. 

Should council adopt the 
resolution, it would allow the 
county EDC to follow' through on 
its resolution of inducement 
passed March 14 that would 
permit backers of the complex. 
Theatrical Production Ltd., to go 
ahead with the project. 

With waivers of jurisdiction 
from both the Romulus EDC and 
Romulus City Council, the county 
EDC could issue tax-exempt 
bonds to pay for construction of 


the 7,000 seat theatrical and 
restaurant complex. 

The county EDC informed the 
city council that backers of the 
multi-million dollar project are: 
Morgan-Letine Investment Co., 
Edward Muccilli, Phillip Rin- 
done, Robert Spehar, James 
Hofweber and Ted Elwartowski 

State legislation authorizes 
EDCs to issue tax-exempt bonds 
for projects located within the 
boundaries of the areas they 
represent. 

In this instance, the county 
EDC must get an okay from the 
Romulus EDC since the 
theatrical and restaurant 
complex would be located within 
the city of Romulus. 

The matter had been on the 
council agenda last week, but 
was deleted to give the local now* 
member EDC time to lake action 
on the waiver of jurisdiction 

The applicant. Theatrical 
Production Ltd., will pay an 
application fee of $12,000 to the 
city of Romulus, minus $500, 
which will go to the county EDC

Study phone system 


Changing to an I.T.T. com- 
munications system would save the 
Romulus city government more 
than a quarter of a millions dollars 
over the next 15 years and beat its 
nearest competition, Michigan Bell, 
by nearly $100,000. 

Those are the results of a review 
made by Clerk Leonard J. Folmar 
and presented to city council last 
month. Council is scheduled to 
review the matter at its budget 
session on May 10, the clerk said. 

Folmar, in his report, explained 
that the I.T.T. proposal is designed 
so that the city would own the 
communications systems (mainly 
telephones and related equipment) 
when the contract period is over. 
Under the Michigan Bell proposal, 
the company actually leases the 
system and retains ownership of all 
equipment. 

But, Folmar added, under the 
I.T.T. plan, the city would be 
responsible for “providing suitable 
raceways, conduits, power outlets, 
ducts, and equipment room space. 
With the Michigan Bell plan, the 
company would be responsible for 
everything. 

The problem facing council is 
whether the substantially lower cost 
of the I.T.T. proposal would still end 
up cheaper than Michigan Bell at the 
end of a specified contract period, 
Folmar said. 

Michigan Bell is currently being 
used by the city, but utilizing older 


equipment and a different type of 
switching concept. 

.Folmar said his review showed 
that for a 10-year period, the current 
Michigan Bell system would cost 
$297,098.40, Michigan Bell (new), 
$223,193.50, and I.T.T., $153,191. 
Using I.T.T. would save the city 
$143,907 over its current Michigan 
Bell system and $70,002 over the new 
Michigan Bell system, Folmar said. 

The clerk said that all three 
systems were computed for costs for 
an additional five-year period past 
the 10 years being considered, with 
• about the same results. 

For five more years, the current 
Michigan Bell system would run 
$158,947, the new Michigan Bell, 
$89,126, and I.T.T., $66,740. 

Over a 15-year period, using I.T.T. 
would save the city $236,114 over the 
current communications system, 
and $92,388 over the new Michigan 
Bell system. 

But, Folmar cautioned, careful 
study must be made to determine 
whether Michigan Bell or I.T.T. 
would be cheaper in the long run in 
view of the city having to take care 
of other expenses with I.T.T. 

In his report to council, Folmar 
also enclosed several letters from 
Michigan municipalities and 
companies attesting to the success 
they have experienced with I.T.T. 
since switching to that com- 
munications system.

brainwash him 0 In all fairness to 
him, I’m glad I unwittingly lied 
because he has to sit through 11 
more years of school, 
education in today’s society are 
bitter This outlook stems from 13 


years of school, today’s equivalent 
of education Here I am, on the brink 
of college, which is supposed to be 
“the golden opportunity to learn,” 
with just one sour note. The discord 
is that I have no desire left to learn. 
The innate curiosity that abounds in 
kindergarten has been stifled, 
trampled, and paperworked to death 
in 13 years School also rejects 
creativity, independence and 
humanity in the process of turning 
out hundreds of gray-brown average 
students who look, think, talk and 
act alike (quantity not quality).

FROM MRS. B.W.L. : I read what 
you wrote in disapproval of the TV 
program, “Scared Straight,” about 
degredation in the prisons. To my 
knowledge, no one forced you or 
anyone else to turn on your TV and 
watch the program. 

REPLY: I think you have been 
taken in by “the myth of the on-off 
switch.” This myth says that if you 
don’t like something on TV, all you 
have todo is turnoff your TV set. In 
this way, the people who want to see 
the program can see it and those 
who don’t want to see it won’t have 
to. 

On the surface, it would appear 
that not even Solomon could have 
come up with a wiser solution, but 
don’t be fooled. 

This might be a workable 


arrangement, if you are talking 
about whetha* or not to watch 
something innocuous like “Laverne 
and Shirley.” 

We are, however, over into a 
different area when we start talking 
about the jiggler shows, “The 
Dating Game” or programs like 
“Scared Straight.” 

It is then that believing “the myth 
of the on-off switch” makes about as 
much sense as saying. “If you 
believe in the 55-mi le-an-hour speed 
limit, obey it. But don’t try to keep 
your fellow drivers from going 75 or 
80, of they want to.” 

The point is, hav fast the other 
drivers go affects YOUR life and 
safety. So you ought to have 
something to say about it. 

So it is with the moral climate of 
our society. What others do affects 
us. 

The quality of the cultrual air we 


are forced to breathe isdetermined 
by what the majority accepts or 
allows morally — not by oir per- 
sonal preferences. Indeed, what we 
personally accept or allow' can be 
subtly influenced by this cultural 
consensus. 

So if there is something w f e don’t 
want our children to see on TV, it is 
not enough to say we won’t let them 
watch. We also jlon’t want their 
peers to watch. 

This does not mean we a re acting 
as “our brother’s keeper.” It means 
we realize the effect of “peer 
pressure” on the lives of our 
children whose moral training is one 
of the closest things to our heart — 
and properly so.

produced no ev idence f i rm enough to 
arrest anyone. 

When neighbors began com- 
plaining about lack of police patrol 
cars in the area, the Police 
Department did respond with more 
visibility, Richards said. 

And Rechlin, after the meeting, 
said he has made it high priority that 
cars regularly patrol the neigh- 
borhood and has directed officers to 
do so. Rechlin also said he would be 
willing to cooperate with the neigh- 
bors in their efforts to come up with 
their own neighborhood watch, a tool 
that would be even more effective, 
he said, than patrol cars. 

“Local citizens can do a lot to 
solve the problems by becoming 
involved, by watching their neigh- 
bors’ houses, by being the eyes and 
ears for the police,’’ he said There 
already a re some C B people who act 
as eyes and ears in some Westland 
neighborhoods 

But Rechlin strongly opposes any 
effort by citizens to carry that 
patrolling action any further, and 
said he would “absolutely not” 
sanction any citizens carrying guns 
or such. 

Rechlin was complimentary to 
Richards for the way the meeting 
was run, and for the willingness of 
the citizens to channel their anger 
and frustration and do positive 
thir gs. And he thinks that the neigh- 
borhood youths who are accused of 
causing the problems may realize 
that there are a lot better chances of 
getting caught now, a fact that may 
be a deterrant 

Richards said he passed around a 
volunteer sheet and had 48 people 
sign up to participate in working 


with the police on neighborhood 
watching. He added that he’s not in 
favor of mob rule, or vigilantes, and 
any patrol would work under the 
auspices of the police department. 

Ironically. Richards and his wife 
are “house parents’’ to a group 
home for four boys, ages 14 to 17. 
They moved in last October, as a 
foster home under the direction of 
Pyramid Human Services. 

He emphasizes that the problems 
are not caused by his boys, and he 
was worried that neighbors might 
think they were He is a therapeutic 
child care worker He emphasized, 
however, that the meeting was not 
his idea for effort alone, that, with 
the Campbells, the idea was a real 
grassroots movement. 

Juvenile problems were not the 
only topic of conversation, or the 
only source of frustration and anger 
among neighbors at the meeting. 

They complained of an extensive 
dust problem (the roads are un- 
paved), of need for stop signs in 
certain areas, or need for street 
lights and road maintenance. 
Council members in attendance 
responded and gave the citizens 
suggestions in getting the problems 
solved. 

Richards said the meeting was a 
successful beginning, but the effort 
will not stop now. “Floating com- 
mittees’’ will work on the various 
problems, and another neigh- 
borhood meeting is planned in two 
weeks. 

He complimented the council 
members and police chief for at- 
tending and fielding what at times 
were harsh questions, saying they 
“made the effort to submit them- 
selves to public questioning in a 
forum over which they didn’t have 
control.”

Scratch cooking center makes debut 


Savings resulting from thfc newly 
opened “scratch-cooking” facility at 
the J Building senior citizen center 
in Westland is expected to provide 
hot meals for 25 percent more 
seniors in the coming months, ac- 
cording to Dante DiVitto, director of 
the Wayne County Office on Aging. 

The facility, which opened April 
19, prepares meals for 450 seniors at 
seven different sites located in 
Sumpter, Canton, Plymouth, Van 
Buren, Inkster, Westland and Huron 
Township. 

“Catered meals,” he said, “have 


been costing the county ap- 
proximately $1.31 each. We’ve been 
able to cut this to 95 cents by doing 
the preparation ourselves.” 

Caroline Lewis, director of 
nutrition, added: “Another im- 
portant factor is our ability to 
provide a wider variety of foods and 
even some ethnic diets. We plan to 
gradually expand the service to all 
of the 48 sites which serve 2,955 
seniors each day.” 

Wayne County’s nutrition 
program is the second largest in 
Michigan, second only to Detroit. 


Chief chef for the facility is Yonus 
Howard, a 15-year veteran of some 
of Detroit’s most popular 
restaurants. His Thursday “grand 
opening” display was praised by 
gourmets such as State Rep. 
Thomas Brown (D-Westland) and 
Wayne County Commissioners 
Maxcine Young and Delores Bennett 
(D-Detroit), Martha Scott (D- 
Highland Park) and Alex Pilch (D- 
Dearbom). 

Pilch pointed out: “The opening of 
this new facility was a fine example 
of Wayne County’s efforts to utilize 


available funds in such a way as to 
feed more seniors. The tastiness and 
greater variety enhances the appeal 
of the program — one of the most 
compassionate we have for senior 
citizens.” 

Renovations, which were partially 
funded by federal money received 
last year, included bringing the 
existing equipment up to code, 
purchasing new equipment and 
adding more staff. 

“It has been a long project, Lewis 
said, “but we are really in ship- 
shape order now and very proud of 
it.”

Funerals: Just as important as buying a car 


The funeral director leads the 
grief-stricken widow into the casket 
showroom where special lighting 
and coordinated use of color 
heighten the effect of the display 
that is arranged according to price 
with the most expensive models in 
prominent locations in the room 

After looking at several models, 
including one with an embroidered 
lining and mattress-type springs, 
the wife of the deceased decides to 
purchase a steel model in the 
moderately-priced range. Having 
completed the selection, the tw r o 
walk by the remaining caskets and 
into a reception area to complete 
arrangements for the funeral. 

Funerals and their costs 
traditionally have been considered 
morbid subjects for our polite 
society, details usually foisted upon 
us abruptly with the demise of a 
loved one. But, according to a 
consumer expert at the Michigan 
Consumer Education Center, 
located on the campus of Eastern 
Michigan University, funerals 
should be just as important to 
Michigan consumers as the pur- 
chase of a new- automobile. 

Margaret Quinn, a coordinator at 
the Michigan Consumer Education 
Center, recently wrote a consumer’s 
compendium on funerals and she 
conducts in-service workshops on 
that topic for consumer education 
teachers throughout southeastern 
Michigan. 

According to Quinn, no one should 
ever make arrangements for a 
funeral alone. Here’s a list of con- 
sumer tips that the EMU expert 
suggests for planning a funeral: 

— Always take someone else with 
you when planning a funeral, 
someone who can be objective and 
make decisions in your self-interest. 

— Pre-plan funerals. 

— If you have strong feelings 
about your funeral, make these* 
feelings known to family members 
who eventually will handle the 
arrangements. 

— Know all the alternatives that 
are available to you. If price is a 
consideration, survey costs for 
funeral services. 

— Be aware of the legal 
requirements for funerals in your 
state. 

“Since most consumers lack 


experience in planning a funeral, 
they are caught in a typical 
arrangement,” Quinn advised 
“They are in a state of grief, guilt 
and dependence. I d suggest that all 
consumers know' what goods and 
services are required in Michigan 
and understand the alternatives 
available to them.’’ 

Quinn s booklet, ’ originally 
designed as a teaching module, 
contains a list of materials and 
resources available to consumers on 
funerals and their costs, consumer 
expense sheets, an explanation of 
the funeral process, rights and 
responsibilities of the survivors, 
Michigan funeral industry laws, 
procedures in planning a funeral and 
a glossary of terms commonly used 
by funeral directors. In addition, the 
booklet contains facsimiles of death

certificates, burial-transit permits, 
funeral price survey forms and a 
procedure for consumer complaints 
w hen goods and services do not meet 
acceptable standards 

One of the caveats listed as in- 
fluencing consumer decisions on 
funerals is “time pressure” to make 
decisions quickly 

Quinn wrote: “if the death was in 
the hospital, the removal of the body 
may be hurried because of limited 
facilities to hold the body. Within a 
few hours following an unexpected 
death, a family member must make 
significant decisions, often without 
basic information concerning 
prices, legal requirements and 
alternatives.” 

While consumers often lack 
knowledge and experience in 
dealing with funerals, Quinn states 
“funeral directors are calm and 
familiar with the detail in dealing 
with the dead.” 

Included in the section of the 
booklet dealing with the funeral 
industry is a list of Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC) citations 
compiled during a 1978 in- 
vestigation. Quinn believes con- 
sumers should be aware of the 
FTC’s remarks. The list of 
criticisms included: 

— Embalming the body without 
the permission of a family member. 

— Claiming directly or by im- 
plication that a casket is required 
for cremation. 

— Failing to make an alternative 
container available in lieu of a 
casket for cremation. 

— Failing to display the least 
expensive casket in the same 
manner that others are displayed. 

— Failing to provide price in- 
formation upon request. 

— Encouraging the purchase of 
additional or more expensive 
merchandise or services. 

— Making false or misleading 
claims regarding the preservative 
value of embalming, a casket or an 
outer burial container. 

Quinn says consumers have a 
right to ask for and receive a list of 
itemized costs for funeral expenses, 
not only during a funeral transaction 
but also when a cost comparison is 
being made prior to a death. But, she 
says, few funeral directors are 
willing to give the consumer a 


complete cost breakdown for ser- 
vices. 

“One way to cut the cost of a 
traditional funeral is to join a 
‘memorial society’ which 
sometimes gets special discount 
rates from funeral directors. The 
only catch to joining one is Michigan 
does not allow memorial societies to 
get special discounts as they do in 
other states,” the EMU consumer 
advocate said. 

More Americans are investigating 
cremation as an alternative of 
traditional funeral arrangements, 
Quinn says, but cremating the 
deceased will not necessarily incur a 
drop in the expense of a funeral. 

“Cremation only costs less if you 
don’t go in for the traditional 
arrangements. Some funeral 
directors will still try to persuade 
you to purchase an expensive casket 
even though it will be destroyed in 
the process,” Quinn said. 

Cremation reduces the remains to 
an average of five to seven pounds of 
ashes in approximately 30 minutes. 
Bodies must be placed “in a suitable 
container” and plastic and fiberglas 
coffins usually are discouraged by 
crematories because of the ex- 


cessive smoke they produce. 

Another alternative to traditional 
arrangements and cremation is the 
bequethal program established by 
most medical schools for training 
and research in medical fields. 
Quinn says that the “Uniform 
Anatomical Gift Act” facilitates the 
donation and use of human bodies or 
individual parts for medical pur- 
poses. Under terms of the act, “a 
deceased person’s wishes must be 
carried out, if body donation has 
been specified on the donor card 
which is carried on the person at all 
times.” 

Also, Quinn says that consumers 
should be aware of several Michigan 
laws that are written in a manner 
which allow funeral homes to cir- 
cumvent them. Some of the 
examples listed in the booklet 
illustrate her point: 

— Although Michigan law may not 
require a casket for cremation, 
some crematories may require one. 
Others will accept any reasonable 
container including a body bag or a 
cardboard box. 

— Michigan law does not require a 
sealed outside vault for burial — but 


some cemetaries do have such a 
requirement. 

— Michigan law does not require 
embalming, if the body is buried or 
cremated within 48 hours and if 
death was not caused by contagious 
diseases — but some funeral 
directors still insist on embalming. 

Quinn’s teaching booklet includes 
a list of final instructions for con- 
sumers to use in pre-planning a 
funeral and a funeral price survey 
form for cost comparisons in 
analyzing goods and services of- 
fered by funeral homes. Both 
worksheets are available at the 
Michigan Consumer Education 
Center at EMU. 

“If you know what your legal 
rights are, you stand a better chance 
of getting what you want in 
preparing your funeral,” Quinn 
said. “Know what alternatives are 
available to you.” 

The consumer booklet contains 
practical information for the 
general public. The module costs 
$1.50 and is available by contacting 
the Michigan Consumer Education 
Center at Eastern and requesting an 
order form. Call the center at 487- 
2292 for more information.

Up in the sky 


Planets dominate May's nighttime celestial show 


For amateur sky watchers, the 
month of May begins with views of 
two planets high in the evening sky 
after dark and three planets low in 
the morning sky just before sunrise 

That’s the word from University of 
Michigan astronomer Richard G. 
Teske. 

Jupiter will appear like “a bright 
beacon high in the western sky” and 
Saturn, the giant ringed planet in the 
constallation Leo, will be nearly 
overhead, and both planets will 
continue to be fine evening objects 
for viewing all month, Teske said. 

“About a half-hour before the sun 
rises during the first week of May, 
"Mercury, Venus and Mars can be 
seen glowing above the eastern 
horizon to the right of the coming 
sun/’ he added. “Mercury, the in- 
nermost planet, will quickly move 
behind the sun and by mid-month 
will be seen no more. 

“On the morning of May 23, 
Venus, Mars and the waning 
crescent of the 27-day-old moon will 
form a group in the east before 
sunrise.” 

Another astronomical sight visible 
to the unaided eye in early May is 
the Eta Awuarid meteor shower. 
These meteors are named for “the 
star in the water-jar of Aquarius 
from which they seem to radiate,” 
Prof. Teske noted. They will be best 
seen in the second half of the nights 
of May 5 and 6. 

The U-M astronomer also pointed 
out the Milky Way, “a band of light 


across the night sky made up of the 
combined brightnesses of billions of 
faint and distant stars that are 
members of our own galaxy.” 

“When the Milky Way is high in 
the sky on early May mornings,” he 
said, “we can easily see a great path 
of obscuring dust dividing the Milky 
Way into two parts stretching from 
the constellation Cygnus southwards 
into Aquila and beyond.” 

Between the stars lie great clouds 
of gas and dust. The gas, composed 
mainly of hydrogen and helium, 
makes up as much as 10 percent of 
the total amount of material in our 
galaxy. 

In some regions of space, the gas 
atoms are mixed with dust grains, 
which are “thought to be made of 
some complicated recipe of carbon, 
iron and ice.” Much sipaller than 
those on earth, the grains are 
perhaps twenty-millionths of an inch 
across, he said. 

“Astronomers long ago 
discovered that the gas and dust 
clouds along the Milky Way are 
organized into a pattern which gives 
to some galaxies their distinctive 
spiral arms — and so they are sure 
that the Milky Way system is also a 
spiral galaxy,” explains Professor 
Teske. 

Spring nights through May are the 
season for telescopic observations of 
distant galaxies, the U-M 
astronomer points out. 

“After dark on May evenings, the

SECTION 1. That Paragraph Five (5) of the Ordinance entitled Irrigation, 
Swimming Pools, and other Miscellaneous Water Uses shall be amended to 

read as follows: » . . 

Water, which is furnished by the Township to be used for irrigation pur- 
poses, swimming pool service or other miscellaneous purposes shall be 
metered from the nearest fire hydrant on a meter provided and installed by 
the Township at a connection fee of Five ($5.00) Dollars and all water ac- 
tually used for said purpose shall be charged for at the rates as set forth in 
this Ordinance. There shall be a service fee of Five ($5.00) Dollars per hour 
charged for each hour or fraction thereof required to complete said service. 
There shall be posted with the Township Treasurer a deposit in the amount 
of One Hundred ($100 00) Dollars before any said services shall be com- 
menced. Said deposit shall be returned upon completion of services and 
payment of all fees. ... 

SECTION 2 All ordinances and parts of ordinances in conflict with the 
provisions of this Ordinance are hereby repealed insofar as the conflicting 
portions thereof are concerned.

TO SURVIVE 

Alternative (A) would be the best action to 
take. Hazy conditions can be the most deceptive 
and can cause distress to the unwary. By putting 
on dark glasses or some improvised goggles to 
reduce the glare from the snow, you will be able 
to negotiate your way back to your camp. 
Prevention is the key to avoiding snowblindness 
symptoms, and this can be accomplished by 
w earing dark glasses on all outings of this type. 

(B) would be suitable once your eyes have 
received some protection as in (A) and you still 
can see. To depart for your camp or lodge 
without first taking definite protective measures 
could easily result in a worsening of the symp- 
toms. 

(C) would be warranted, if weather conditions 
are inclement, and your condition makes it 
impossible for you to see your way back to camp, 
and-or the distance back to camp is too long to 
travel in a short period of time. 

(D) is not an acceptable response. 
Snowblindness is an emergency and has to be 
treated. Recognizing the symptoms in the early 
stages will aid in preventing catastrophic dif- 
ficulties later. (A service of your local Air Force 
recruiter.)

Last week’s front page picture story of the accumulating trash 
along Morton Taylor road is indicative of the times we find our- 
selves living in.

Capitol beckons visitors 
during Michigan Week

This is the year of Michigan’s State 
Capitol Centennial. 

A number of special observances will 
mark the 100th birthday of the handsome 
old domed structure. Most important, 
though, the citizens of Michigan are being 
urged to visit the Capitol in its centennial 
year. Tours of the building, which point out 
its elaborate and unusual features, are 
available. 

Begun in 1872 and formally dedicated 
and opened in 1879, the exterior of the 
Capitol has been changed only slightly 
over the years. However, many changes 
have been made inside to accomodate a 
growing state government, but the natural 
woods, elaborat chandeliers, handpainted 
murals and the ornately decorated 
vastness of its dome are reminders of past 
elegance. 

Basically, the Capitol today houses only 
the Legislature and the Executive Office. 
Other state branches, departments and 
agencies are located in the nearby Capitol 
Complex and in other facilities. 

The 100-year-old structure was not 
Lansing’s first Capitol, nor was Lansing 
the first seat of state government. 

The first Capitol building was the old 
territorial capitol, located in what is now 
downtown Detroit. It was a two-story 
building with pillars across the front, 90 by 
60 feet and located on a triangular plot of 
land. It was later used as school and, late 
in the century, was destroyed by fire. 

In 1847, 10 years after Michigan of- 
ficially became a State, the Legislature 
voted to move the Capitol from detroit to a 
more centrally located site. After con- 
siderable debate and a number of 
suggested locations, what is now Lansing 
was selected as a compromise choice. 

Lansing was a tiny settlement in the 
wilderness in 1847. There were only eight 


registered voters in Lansing Township and 
its only industry was one sawmill. 

The Legislature originally voted to name 
the site Michigan, Michigan Legislators 
soon tired of that name, however, and only 
a few months later renamed the Capitol 
City Lansing, in honor of a Revolutionary 
War hero, Charles Lansing. 

In 1847, a "temporary capitol” was build 
about a block from the present site. 

It was rectangular two-story frame 
building surrounded by a white fence. 
Several years later, an office building, also 
two-storied, was build in the center of the 
square now occupied by the present 
Capitol. 

Both buildings proved to be inadequate 
to the needs of a growing government, and 
in 1871 Governor Henry P. Baldwin 
recommended the construction of a new 
Capitol building. 

A board of building commissioners was 
established by the Legislature to select an 
architectural plan for the new structure. It 
chose a plan submitted by Elijah E. 
Myers, a Chicago architect. 

Myers mover to Michigan to supervise 
the construction of the building and 
remained a resident until he died. He also 
designed capitol buildings for the states of 
Texas, Colorado, Utah and Idaho. 

The Myers plan was chosen, according 
to Commissioners, because it was the 
simplest and least expensive to build The 
original estimate of its cost was $1,200,000. 
The actual final cost was a surprisingly 
close $1,427,738.78. It has been estimated 
that it would cost $200 million to reproduce 
the same building today. 

The cornerstone was laid October 2, 
1873, with much ceremony. (The cor- 
nerstone was opened last fall. 100 years 
later. Unfortunately, bacause of a broken 
seal, much of what had been placed in it 


was badly damaged What was salvaged 
from the cornerstone is on display at the 
Capitol). 

The builders planned at first to use only 
Michigan materials in the new building, 
but the stone from Michigan quarries was 
not satisfactory, so the best materials 
from all over the world were combined in 
its construction, including Illinois 
limestone, Ohio sandstone, Massachusetts 
granite, Vermont marble, tin from Wales 
and plate glass from England. 

Most symbolic of Michigan’s natural 
resources are the beautiful natural woods 
and specially designed door knobs and 
chandeliers made from Michigan copper 

Tlie workmanship was good and the 
Capitol remains today a solid structure. In 
the early 1960’s a chemical spray was used 
to clean and restore the natural beauty of 
its walls after it was decided that sand- 
blasting was not safe for the sandstone 
surfaces The white dome of the Capitol 
was repainted a few years ago. 

Although the exterior has been changed 
only slightly since the Capitol was built, 
there have been additions and changes to 
the grounds. 

In 1970, the Capitol was entered in the 
National Register of Historic Places. 

There are a number of statutes and 
monuments on the grounds. The most 
imposing, however, is the statue of Austin 
Blair directly in front of the building. 
Erected in 1898, it pays tribute to 
Michigan’s Civil War Governor and “her 
citizen soldiers.” 

Above the ground story of the Capitol are 
Tuscan, Ionic and Corinthian columns A 
two-story portico at the head of the outside 
stairway surmounts the central entrance 
with its three arched doorways. 

The floodlighted Capitol dome is visible 
from miles away at night.

"Play it again Sam"

Not being a person who advocates rules for the 
sake of rules, I only reluctantly advocate new 
legislation to fill a large gapping hole in the law 
which allows school boards to encroach on our 
guaranteed freedoms to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. 

1 am of course referring to the practice by 
school boards to badger voters for months, 
sometimes years, with elections every three 
months until they manage to wear us all down 
and gain the millage increases they seek. 

This practice strikes me as being patently 
unfair and abusive of their delegate authority. 

Up front I had best explain that I am not anti- 
education. Two of my four children currently 
attend public schools and the other two will 
shortly join them 

My concern with the school board dictated 
electrol harassment of voters stems from ob- 
serving an obvious pattern which exists almost 
universally among school districts who have 
suffered millage rejections. 

First, school boards and their superintendents, 
gnash their teeth. Next, through some magical 
insight the school officials decide that had more 
people voted, the millage would certainly have 
been approved. Then, they decide that it is their 
duty to parents and children alike to allow the 
community a second chance, 
to allow the community a second chance. 

I have no argument with school officials, both 


appointed and elected, working their collective 
rears off to provide a good education for my 
children, but I think I do resent them telling me 
they will be kind enough, at my expense, to offer 
a second chance for us to do it right, when a 
millage they have asked me to support, fails. 

Correct me if I’m wrong, but it is my im- 
pression that our school officials are paid to 
administer a program of the highest calibre 
consistant with the funds the voters have agreed 
to spend for that purpose 

In Romulus, school millages were falling like 
leaves, but always one more was scheduled 

In Westland, voters rejected the first millage 
in 13 years and some concluded that action was 
not duly considered. 

I think it is time for the school millage charade 
to come to an overdue end. 

There are two methods available to ac- 
complish that task. 

The first: School boards should always 
schedule two elections when a millage increase 
is proposed to voters. 

Should the millage pass, the second election 
would provide voters with a chance to reaffirm 
their position. Should the requested millage fail, 
the second vote would provide an opportunity for 
the voters to change their minds. 

Or: The state should mandate that following a 
millage election, a period of one year must pass 
before , another millage question could be 


presented to the voters. 

Either way. the harassed voter would be 
granted some measure of relief 

Today, the cry is that school officials are able 
to call special elections as often as they see fit. 
But should a millage pass, anti-millage folk are 
not provided the same opportunity. 

While my first suggestion is offered tongue-in- 
cheek, I do believe that the citizen is being 
subjected to an unfair system which hands 
school officials a pair of loaded dice. 

How long can a concerned parent, who may 
feel that his schools are not operating efficiently, 
hold out against the impassioned pleas of or- 
chestrated 6-year-olds? 

How long can you hear that you are not con- 
cerned with your children’s welfare, before you 
fear that such drivel is true? 

Today, it is not possible to resist school taxes 
without standing accused of ‘throwing our kids to 
the wolves.’ 

Should the state ever require the one-year wait 
on a millage question, voters will be much more 
deliberative in their decision. 

They would know that their kids would have to 
live with their decision for one year. And maybe 
that year would also provide school officials with 
time to learn how to produce more with less, if 
necessary. 

What do you think?

Your recent editorial entitled, 
“Lawmakers Vote to Ignore a 
Citizen Mandate” is absent of some 
particular facts which can better 
state the position we have taken 
The editorial states the 
Legislation decided that Headlee 
really meant a "homeowner could 
only benefit from a roll-back if the 
local district was already assessing 
at the maximum allowable state 


rate at 18 mills.” 

The editorial further states that, 
since most communities in our areas 
have charter limitations, most at 10 
mills, none can benefit from the roll- 
back provision. The fact is that any 
community levying and limited to 10 
mills will indeed be required to roll 
back its millage and levy less by the 
House-passed HB 4232, if its SEV 
growth exceeds the inflation rate 

In brief, the House-passed bill 
implements exactly what the 
Headlee Amendment language says 
Those who wish the Legislature to go 
further have every right to express 
those urgings, but to do so on the 
basis of any alleged “intent” is 
proving to be highly questionable 
practice. Already, Mr Shaker, who 
drafted the rollback language, is in 
total disagreement with Mr 
Headlee as to the intent of this 
provision 

The accountability language 
contained in HB 4232, was essen- 
tially a product of the Stabenow- 
Rocca amendment, which we 


supported In effect, the amendment 
will require a local unit of govm- 
ment to conspicuously place an 
advertisement of an upcoming tax 
increase in a local newspaper. A 
public hearing must be held sub- 
sequent to publication of the ad- 
vertisement and the elected local 
officials must either publically 
support or reject the increase, after 
they have heard from the taxpayers. 

By passing HB 4232, the House has 
preserved local control over local 
tax questions and has not inad- 
vertantly established a state-wide 
mandate that would likely be in- 
sensitive to the needs of a particular 
community The net result will be 
that voters will have more direct 
input as to how their tax dollars are 
spent

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Congress and the Carter Administration 
seem to be playing political games with 
one of our most serious, pressing 
problems. The energy ball is being tossed 
back and forth — lots of talk and score- 
keeping — and nothing much is being done. 

Speaking recently at the National 
Conference on Energy Advocacy, hosted 
by the Heritage Foundation, Margaret 
Bush Wilson, Chairwoman of the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, spoke out against the 
tendency to use our energy dilemma as a 
political forum. 

As Mrs. Wilson put it, “if the Congress 
and the Administration continue to engage 
in a tennis match with energy policy, it will 
be a love game and the American public 
will be out.” 

It’s pretty nerve-wracking to be a 
spectator at such proceedings. 

That lumbering giant, the federal 
bureaucracy, also attempts to play — in its 


own way. Describing it as a “monster” 
protecting itself rather than the public it 
serves, Mrs. Wilson said that far from 
helping, it does actual harm. The gover- 
nment “must be made to lead in ensuring 
that the country develop abundant, af- 
fordable energy supplies that will promote 
vigorous economic growth,” she said. 

“We are well aware as well that free 
market forces hardly apply anymore to 
energy prices. At work, instead, is an 
archaic system of regulations that are 
rapidly crumbling by their own weight and 
the unpredictable nature of forces and 
developments abroad 

“Furthermore, the U.S. has for so long 
been complacent about developing new 
energy sources thatit is now almost at the 
mercy of fate.” 

While it is a major thrust of the 
NAACP’s policy that the national 
government lead in ensuring abundant, 
affordable energy supplies to promote 
vigorous economic growth, helping relieve 


the burden laid on minorities, the old and 
the poor, Mrs. Wilson pointed out the 
danger to all American citizens. “Let us 
guard against the misconception,” she 
said, “that it is only the disadvantaged 
who will be hurt by sharply rising oil 
prices.” For example, unstable world oil 
prices are among the major factors 
contributing to inflation. 

“We live in a rapidly changing w'orld,” 
said Mrs. Wilson, “which, in these times 
of profound social and economic 
upheavals, test our will to survive in ways 
unknown to earlier generations. The 
American economic system is in- 
creasingly show ing signs of the strain. 

“Its inadequacies are glaring. The 
boom-recession cycles are recurring with 
troubling frequency. At the same time, 
hardcore social problems intensify.” 

She makes her point. It hardly sounds 
like a game, however.

Major legislation doubling the 
bonding limit for the Michigan 
Housing Development Authority to 
$1.8 million has been approved by 
the State House of Representatives, 
according to State Rep. Edward 
Mahalak (D-38th District). 

The measure allows the authority 
to make new loans totalling $900 
million, doubling its debt limit to $1.8 
million. The current limit of $900 
million is all obligated, Mahalak 
said. 

The proposal also eliminates in- 
come restrictions to allow the 
authority to make housing loans to 
upper Income people. It permits 
loans “without regard to income” 
people in distressed areas Such 
distressed areas have to be cities of 
10,000 or more and must have been 
declared blighted areas by the local 
governing board. 

The bill also requires that at least 
15 percent of those loans in blighted 
areas be to people who get either 
federal or state income assistance. 
No more than 5 percent of all the 
authority’s outstanding notes can go 
for the loans for housing programs 
open to all income levels. 

“By lifting restrictions on income 
supporters hope that more middle 
and upper income will move into 
decayed urban areas/* Mahalak 
said. “Supporters also conceded, 
however, that most loans will still go 


for lower income people and low 
income housing projects.” 

The bill puts a June 30, 1984, 
deadline on the housing authority 
issuing loans and bonds and also 
requires the authority to submit a 
report on the impact the bill has 
had. 

Mahalak went on to say that a bill 
to ensure that a person unemployed 
suddenly after a long illness or 
disability could still get unem- 
ployment benefits by preserving the 
necessary credit weeks already 
earned. 

Under the current law a person 
cannot receive unemployment 
benefits unless he or she had worked 
at least 14 weeks over the previous 
year. However, in some cases, in- 
dividuals have been sick or diabled 
for more than a year, then laid off or 
fired before they can work another 
14 weeks to be eligible for unem- 
ployment relief, Mahalak explained. 

For individuals in these situations, 
the bill would require that credit 
weeks be maintained as if there was 
no disability or illness. 

To apply the disabled person 
would have to notify the Michigan 
Employment Security Commission 
within 45 days after the disability 
begins. Such applications would also 
require a physician’s statement, 
Mahalak said.

Hayden House (1852), Tecumseh’s

Know 

your 

laws 


(This is one in a series of public 
service articles, explaining in 
general terms a provision of 
Michigan law. Individuals who wish 
to determine the effect of any law on 
their private legal affairs should 
consult with a private attorney.)

Freedom of speech has always 
been cherished by the American 
people as a Constitutional right — 
with both the United States and 
Michigan constitutions clearly 
prohibiting any activities of 
government which may infringe on 
freedom of speech. 

But freedom of speech is of little 
value, if government or anyone else 
is allowed to eavesdrop or otherwise 
monitor private conversations. 

As the late Justice Louis D. 
Brandeis said: “The makers of our 
Constitution undertook to secure 
conditions favorable to the pursuit of 
happiness .... They sought to 
protect Americans in their beliefs, 
their thoughts, their emotions and 
their sensations. They conferred, as 
against the government, the right to 
be let alone . . . .” 

This respect for individual privacy 
is so valued that it cannot be cast 
aside by police or law enforcement 


agencies in their fight against crime 
— particularly when it comes to 
electronic eavesdropping on private 
conversations. 

One form of electronic 
eavesdropping — wiretapping — is 
prohibited in Michigan except in 
rare cases. Even then, authorities 
must first get court authorization 
which requires a showing of 
probable cause of criminal activity. 

• 

Another form of electronic 
eavesdropping is so called Third- 
Party Monitoring, referring to the 
practice of concealing a radio 
transmitter on an informant or 
undercover police officer who then 
talks to a suspect. The conversation 
between the informant and the 
suspect usually is transmitted to 
recorder and subsequently used as* 
evidence. 

While wiretapping usually is 
illegal in Michigan, third-party 
monitoring is not, although state law 
requires that a search warrant be 
issued by a court before it is done. 

Wiretapping is considered a 
breech' of Constitutional freedom 
partly because it represents an 
intrusion into the privacy of two or 
more unwilling people However, 
because third-party monitoring 


requires that at least one of the 
parties be a willing participant to 
the eavesdropping, it is not con- 
sidered to be an invasion of privacy. 

Although federal courts db not 
require that a search warrant be 
obtained prior to government 
personnel engaging in Participant 
Monitoring. Michigan courts do 
require that a proper search 
warrant be issued i n order to obtain 
admissible evidence by this means 

Perhaps the reason for Michigan’s 
law being contradictory to federal 
law is best summarized by Justice 
Harlan: “Authority is hardly 
required to support the proposition 
that words would be measured a 
good deal more carefully and 
communication inhibited, if one 
suspected his conversations were 
being transmitted and transcribed. 
Were third-party bugging a 
prevalent practice, it might well 
smother that spontaneity— reflected 
in frivolous, impetuous, 
sacrilegious, and defiant discour- 
se— that liberates daily life.” 

I fully support Michi^n’s more 
restrictive limitations on 
eavesdropping because of the 
potential danger that unrestricted 
third-party monitoring could have 
on our cherished freedom.

Few persons ever forget bottle-throwing incidents, especially if 
they’re the targets, . . . 

A1 Wilkerson, the young and energetic track and field coach at 
Romulus High School, doesn’t recall the incident that permanently 
scarred the athletic relationship between Romulus High and 
Wayne Memorial. , 

It happened a handful of years ago, after a football game. Wayne 
busses were treated to rock-slingers and bottle throwers who, as is 
usually the case, weren’t students of the school but were school 
rejects and vandals. 

But the melee forced Wayne Memorial school officials to sever 
the school’s relations with Romulus and during the intervening 
years nothing has beeh done to mend the damage. 

“People seem to remember and like to remember the bad- things 
that happen,” points out Coach Wilkerson, a former all-state 
eager from Adrian High who has put together the pieces of a 
lethargic track program and made it a respectable one. 

“Did you know that Wayne High and Romulus High track team 
members sit together as a group during meets we attend?” asked 
Wilkerson. “And that a friendship has blossomed between these 
two teams?” 

Why? 

“What do you mean, ‘Why?” 

Yes, ‘Why?’. Why should two teams — one predominately ‘black’ 
and the other predominately ‘white’ — “salt and pepper” — if you 
will — • who have little in common and have in the past had their 
mutual misunderstandings suddenly strike up an acquaintance and 
seek friendship? 

Wilkerson hesitated before offering an explanation. Then said: “I 
think its our coaching staffs. You see, both my assistant coach, 
Larry Thomas, and Wayne’s Ernie Righetti, competed against one 
another in high school. 

”And Ernie and myself have nurtured a friendship over the past 
five years,” Wilkerson continued. “And we began exchanging ideas 
and helping each other out when possible. 

“Our kids began sitting together at the meets and rooting for one 
another and everything has just been working out. I think it was A1 
McGuire, the ex-Marquette cage coach who said it, 'that a team is 
an extension of a coach’s personality’ and our staffs — Wayne and 
Romulus’ are basically compatible.” 

Wilkerson said he believed that “there should be more of these 
kinds of positive exchanges between schools and people because 
that’s what life is all about.” 

I don’t think you’d find anyone who would argue that point.

One thing, though, this may have been the winter of our 
discontent but the elements didn’t detour high school athletic fans 
from attending games in record throngs. 

That fact is backed by a recent Michigan High School Athletic 
Association statistical sheet which shows that fans attended winter 
sports events in record numbers, 

“This winter was one of the hardest and most bitter in Michigan’s 
long history,” the MHSAA writes. “Record snows were recorded in 
a majority of the state’s cities and rural areas, halting most ac- 
tivities. 

“But, with the results in now from all seven winter sports tour- 
naments sponsored by the MHSAA, statistics show that over 38,000 
high school students participated at some tournament level while 
over 740,000 fans cheered on their favorite teams.

Recipes to try in 
your microwave 

Microwave cooking is magic because of its speed as well as the way in which 
it cooks. This new way cooks foods inside and out at the same time by means 
of microwaves. These energy waves bounce off the oven walls and are ab- 
sorbed by the food. This causes molecules in the food to vibrate, which in turn 
produces heat from friction and results in quick cooking. 

The following recipes were tested in a microwave oven: full power was 675 
watts; half power, 340 watts. If your microwave oven differs from this 
wattage, it’s easy to convert your oven’s capability to its proper cooking time. 
Simply multiply the watts in this series by the prescribed cooking time, then 
divide by thewatts of your oven. The answer is the cooking time it takes in 
your microwave.

Take

When your career 
may hang by a hair, you 
take good care of it. 

That’s the message 
from a recent survey of 
male models at the 
Wilhelmina Models Inc. 
In New York. 

But the care is basic. 

When asked what they 
do to keep their hair 
looking good, the vast 
majority responded 
“keep it clean”. 

And that means daily 
shampooing for more 
than half of them, with 
most of the others in the 
every two day category. 

Baby Shampoo came 
in a winner, with three- 
fourths citing the 
gentleness. The no tears 
formula was another 
plus mentioned by the 
respondents. 

Only about half ex- 
pressed real concern 
about hair loss, but most 
of those who didn’t are 
young or have thick 
hair. A number of them, 
not surprisingly, cited 
their career as the basis 
of their concern 

The majority of the 
models believe 
that using gentle 
products, like baby 
shampoo, might help 
reduce hair loss by 
decreasing damage to 
hair. 

About three-fourths 
cited blow dryers as 
harmful because they 
dry the hair and cause 
split ends — however, 
more than half of the 
male models use blow 
dryers. 

Maybe that’s why use 
of conditioners rated so 
high. More than three- 
fourths of the models 
use some kind, from egg 
white to expensive 
male-oriented brands. 

About half of the 
surveyed models were 
between the ages of 25 
and 35, with the others 
equally divided between 
the under 25 category 
and the 36 to 45 
category.
